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REMARKS 

Applicants respectfully request reconsideration of the present application in view of 
the foregoing amendments and in view of the following reasons. 

In response to the Examiner's Office Action dated October 22, 2004, in which it was 
noted that, claims 9 and 20-41 had been canceled in a previous Amendment, yet these claims 
appear in the Amendment and Reply dated June 1, 2004, this Amendment correctly identifies 
claims 9 and 20-41 as having been canceled. The inclusion of the text of claims 9 and 20-41 
in the June 1 Response was an inadvertent clerical error. Applicants reserve the right to file 
divisional and/or continuation application(s) drawn to the canceled claims. A detailed listing 
of all claims that are, or were, in the application, irrespective of whether the claim(s) remain 
under examination in the application, is presented, with an appropriate defined status 
identifier. 

Upon entry of this amendment, claims 1-8, 10-19, 42-48 and 50-70 are pending. 
Claims 50-70 have been allowed. Claims 1-8, 10-19, and 42-48 were rejected in a previous 
office action, and were not addressed in the office action dated October 22, 2004.

Applicant believes that the present application is now in condition for allowance.
